J t was not expected 
that anything would be accom­ 
plished, and no one, consequently

disappointed.

ed, and these only in a desultory 
way. 
Then the committee ad­ 
journed until Wednesday. 
Of course, it is highly improb­ 
able that the committee will soon 
reach an agreem ent 
a* to the 
F orak ero r Burrows amendments. 
Still, the opinion becomes more 
general that eventually the two 
houses will come together on the 
tirst Foraker amendment. 
It has been definitely established 
that Speaker Cannon did promise 
m em bers of 
the Missouri and 
Kansas delegations, as a means of 
dissuading them from joining the 
insurgents that “Congress shall 
not adjourn without giving state­ 
hood to Oklahoma and 
Indian 
T errito ry .'’ 
That promise is not 
subject to discount, for it wa-1 
given in the most positive manner. | 
By -ome it is thought the Speak* \ 
er, becoming sensible that he is | 
opposed 
by 
an 
overwhelming j 
preponderance of public senti 


ment, will surrender late in the 
session, when his defeat will not 
attract so much attention as it 
would now. 
There have been a number of 
consultations among the Republi­ 
can leaders of both houses, and 
they are pretty well agreed in the 
opinion that the party can not af­ 
ford the consequences of a feud 
between the two houses, and they j 
are also pretty well agreed that; 
the party could not excuse its j 
failure to give statehood to the-e I 
two territories. 
For these rea-1 
sons, it has come to be the gen- j 
eral .opinion in Washington that 
Oklahoma and Indian te rrito ry 1 
may expect statehood with cond-1 
dence.

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PURCELL TAKES A WHACK 
AT STATEHOOD’S ENEMIES 


Purcell, I. T., March 2 7 - F o l ­ 
lowing is the resolution adopted 
by the democracy of Purcell in 
reference to statehood: 
We, your committee on resolu­ 
tions, beg leave to submit the fol­ 
lowing report.

of Independence and the Consti­ 
tution of the United States,which 
guarantees equal 
rights to all 
American 
citizens 
and 
which 
were sired by a spirit of freedom 
and born in a manger of liberty, 
have been publicly prostituted, 
to the knowledge of the entire 
world, 
by the high-nanded, Czar 
like and tyrannical ruling of the 
republican Speaker of the N a­ 
tional House of Representatives, 
who has shown himself “a mas­ 
ter instead of a servant of the 
people.5’

crats of the House are consider- 
ng the advisability of adopting a 
policy which may force the Re- 
mblicans to some definite action 
on three important measures that 
are pending. These are the state- 
lood bill, the anti-injunction and 
he employers' liability bills. 
?he status of the statehood bill is 
ell known. As to the other two, 
he anti-injunction bill has been 
reported favorably to the House 
and the employers' liability meas- 
ure is pending in committee. 
The last two named are so called 
abor bills. 


The policy which is being con- 


lidered by the Democratic lead- 
ers of the House is that of set-v- 
ug notice on the Repnlicans that 
unless the House shall be giv 
en an opportunity to vote on all 
these bills not only will there be 
no more legislation at this session 


by unanimous consent, but that a 
roll call will be demanded on every 
proposition. Under the rules it 
requries only forty members to, 
demand a roll call, and as the 
Democrats have more than twice 
that number, it would not need 
the consent oi all the minority 
members to carry it into effect. 


It is a kind of lex tallionis that 


the Democrats propose to apply 
to the Republicans. The rules 
put it within the power of three 
men to say what bill shall and 
what bill shall not be considered.

Insufficient shel- 
ter, storms, the cold of winter, savasc 
enemies. ..und the cruel labor that 
killed off all but the hardiest of them, 
had nt the same lime killed the happ> 
go-lucky goyety of nn easier form of 
life. They were thoughtful, watchful, 
wary; capable Indeed of wild merri- 
ment: but It bus been said that al- 
though a pioneer might laugh, he could 
not easily be inn lie io smile.

Their Tungus driver wa* 
lashing them with the whli> and w,»s 
urging them with all his might, for he 
knew as well as we that if our dogs 
overtook them before the camp was 
reached we seven men would be utterly 
powerless to prevent the dog* from 
tearing the deer to pieces. Our driver 
put on the brake with all hl« might, 
but it had not the loi«st effect. 
The 


fourteen dogs had become wolves in 
the turn oC a baud, and no brake conld 
stop them. There were many slumps 
and other obstructions along our way. 
and my driver had sieat difficulty in 
preventing H sniashup.

hood to Oklahoma and Indian 
Territory." That promise is not 
subject to discount, for it was 
given in the most positive manner.

ment, will surrender late in the 
session, when his defeat will not 
attract so much attention as it 
would now. 


There have been a number of

HOUSE DEMOCRATS PLAN 


TO COERCE .REPUBLICANS 


Washington ,27.—The Demo- 


crats of the House are consider- 
ing the advisability of adopting a 
policy which may force the Re- 
publicans to some definite action 
on three important measures that 
are pending. These are the state- 
hood bill, the anti-injunction and 
the employers' liability bills. 
The status of the statehood bill is 
well known. As to the other two, 
the anti-injunction bill has been 
reported favorably to the House 
and the employers' liability meas- 
ure is pending in committee. 
The last two named are so calied 
labor bills. 


The policy which is being con- 


sidered by the Democratic lead- 
ers of the House is that of serv- 
ing notice on the Repnlicans that 
unless the House shall be giv 
en an opportunity to vote on all 
these bills not only will there be 
no more legislation at this session 


by unanimous consent, but that a 
roll call will be demanded on every 
proposition. Under the rules it 
requries only forty members to, 
demand a roll call, and as the 
Democrats have more than twice 
that number, it would not need 
the consent oi all the minority 
members to carry it into effect. 


It is a kind of lex tallionis that 


the Democrats propose to apply 
to the Republicans. The rules 
put it within the power of three 
men to say what bill shall and 
what bill shall not be considered. 
Also those same rules enable for- 
ty men to demand a' roll call on 
every proposition, and as it re- 
quires almost three-fourths of an 
hour co call the roll, the progress 
of legislation during the rest of 
this session would not be rapid if 
this course were pursued, while 
the private pension bill industry 
would be almost destroyed.

Still I mus- 
tered my powers for a last effort, nnd 
sent my bar against the staves. Then 
the whole barrel collapsed into a mass 
of looso pieces, and tbe way to escape 
Iny open. 


"There came nn instant rush of fresh 


air into m.v helmet. Tlie change was 
almost too much for me. 
I became 


faint for a moment, nnd was obliged 
to lean against tho door-casing. Soon 
I recoverou sufficient stronjcth to make 
my way slowly up-slairs and out upon 
the deck. Once there, I gi.ve the slg- 
nnl to be hoisted up. It £8ok nn hour 
in the open air before I was sufficiently 
recovered to descend nud resume work. 


"That night I gave the sovereigns 


safely into the hands of the captain, 
and received the twenty he had prom- 
ised me. But a hundred times that 
number would not tempt roe to pass 
again through my experience in that 
gloomy cabin, twenty fathoms under 
water."—Youth's Companion.

The shells arc brought from 
the Red Sea, aud In the bauds of, na- 
tive artisans are polished and carved, 
the larger into elaborate designs; the 
smaller are cut up for rosaries aud 
crosses. The work is all done by baud, 
and the methods are amnxtngly prim! 
live to a spectator from the homo of 
steam and electric power. But the re- 
sults are extraordinary. The largest 
shell we saw was carved In scenes 
from the birth of Christ. Under the 
magnifying glass every detail was seen 
to be perfect in outli.ie. aid in finish. 
It was executed to order for a wealthy 
American, and waV to cost $160. 
About 150 persons uake a living by 
this industry, which Is BOO years old. 
In the shops the workmen sit upon the 
floor, their benches in'front of them; 
tbo air is full of whitish dust, and tho 
light, admitted by the single window 
and the open door so dim that the ex- 
quisite tracery of the wrought shell* 
U a mystery even before the visitor 
notes how few. simple und crude are 
the Instruments employed. — Llppln- 
cott's.
